i Leader, 
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Alberta Towns Petition 
For Other Taxes Than are 
Provided by Single Tax. 


Wish to have Option to Supplement Revenues--Res- 
olutions Adopted at Innisfail Municipal Convention. 


From amid all the discussion waged at 
the sessions of the eight annual conven- 
tion of the Union of Alberta Municipali- 
ties concluded at Innisfail yesterday, a 
few reflections obrude themselves, 

The invigorating interest with which 
the smaller towns of the province awaken 
in their own behest has to be regarded as 
one feature in particular boding well for 
the more uniform and possibly better 
management of their affairs. The unity 
of interests displayed affords ample basis 
for an enlarged organization of municip 
alities which will permit the most ad- 
vanced steps being taken along lines most 
assimilative by towns and villages, 

That the imposition of a tax on land 
alone somewhat commonly alluded to in 
the convention as Henry George’s single 
tax; that itis an unmixed blessing cer- 
tainly was not the unanimous opinion; but 
a desire to give it afair chance to oper- 
ate with best effect seemed to actuate 
the delegates. 

However it has to be noted that the 
resolutions adopted by the union of mun- 
icipalities call for a wider system of tax- 
ation. They request permission for the 
towns to tax businesses, to license busi- 
nesses for revenue, to tax motor liveries 
for revenue, and by various similar meth- 
ods to supplement the revenue derivable 
from the so-called single-tax as imposed 
on the smaller towns and villages in this 
province. 

No matter how right the rigid accept- 
ance of single tax might be in theory, it 
remains a fact, nevertheless, that in pract- 
ire the rpvenues produeed by it, onassess- 
ments wiich are equitable and in accord- 
ance with cash values, do not meet the 
fical needs of many of the towns, 

That now must have made itself appar- 
ent to the government; for that it has 
been advised by many of its own support- 
ers in the legislature to modify the Towns 
Act in this respect is understood to be 
true; and that it will doso may be expect- 
ed from the hints dropped by the minister 
of municipal affairs at the convention. 

After sitting at a banquet until 2 o’lock 
in the morning yesterday, the forty ban- 
quet speechlets delivered resolved them- 


selves into a harmonious symphony of the 
self sung praises of the many thriving 
towns represented, 

Only Mayor Welliver served an unctu- 
ous admonition, He deplored that the 
respect for the aldermanic bodies, To 
what he alluded he did not make quite 
clear, The best that could be inferred 
was that Red Deer’s mayor would like to 
have a bill introduced begislating that 
editors should write only what the may- 
oral wisdom dictates, 

Subsequent conversation with his fellow 
mayors addused the general opinion that 
the newspapers are the most valuable ad- 
juncts in the municipal machinery, and 
that as a very general rule only that may- 
or whose works do not command the 
respect of the community suffer any lack 
of prestige in their mayoral function. 

The first business done yesterday was 
the adoption ot a resolution favoring the 
optional imposition of a poll-tax. The 
resolution as introduced by G. D. Plunkett 
of Pincher Creek, seconded by Mr. Phipps 
of Cardston, resolved “That the towns’ 
act be amended to allow the collection of 
a poll tax in town municipalities when it 
is deemed necessary, but the said poll-tax 
shall be good for the whole province for 
the calander year in whichit is taken out.” 

Ald. MacDonald and Mr. Layton had 
adopted a resolution to the effect that the 
executive of union confers with the gov- 
ernment, concerning the propected new 
city bill, to ascertain, if possible, the 
intentions of the government, 

Delegates from smaller towns are find 
ing such diffiewlty in construjng the motor 
vehicles act, that on the motion of Mr. 
Plunkett, seconded by G. H. Phillips, of 
Edson, am amendment to the act is re— 
quested so that its intention be made more 
explicit regarding the powers of munici- 
palities to license motor liveries. 

On motion, moved by mayor Armstrong 
the union resolved to petition the govern- 
ment to have places of detention for 
persons mentally afflicted, but not what 
might be termed dangerously insane, and 
another resolution was passed petitioning 
the goverament to have a reformatory 
home for unfortunate women and girls.

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3 THE VALUE OF FIRELESS 3 
H COOKERS ; 
Secccccccccccccccccccceces 
A FIRELESS cooker is invaluable to 
a housekeeper, especially in hot 
weather, The cookers are now so per- 
fect and inexpensive the woman who 
does not own one is decidedly at a dis- 
advantage when labor saving methods 
are considered, Cooking during op- 
pressive heat In summer ts avoided. 
Foods can be started at a convenient 
moment and yet be tn readiness for the 
most urgent. Healthful foods requir- 
ing long cooking are made practicable 
for the daily menu, and the weight of 
the cooked product from a pound of 
raw material is much increased. 

The flreless cooker is splendid for the 
cheaper cuts of meat Since tough 
meat should cook for a long time at a 
low temperature the cooker Is a most 
excellent medium for this purpose. 
Stews and so called boiled meats seem 
to have a better flavor when. cooked in 
the cooker than when cooked on the 
stove. Beef, mutton and lamb cooked 
in this way may be served as braised 
tneat, as a stew, as minced meat warm- 
ed in liquor and served on toast, as 
wet, dry and browned hash, as meat 
ple, meat turnover and other ways in 
which @ked meats are reheated, Five 
pounds of meat could be served for 
two In ten different ways, serving half 
@ pound at each meal. 

Excellent soup can be made from the 
leftover carcass of a fowl, from the 
neck piece of lamb or from any left- 
over beef bones and scraps of beef. 
Place in the kettle of the fireless cook- 
er, cover with cold water, place on the 
stove and bring slowly to a boll, then 
put in the cooker overnight, In the 
morning remove the meat and bones 
and use the liquor or stock, to be re- 
heated and flavored according to the 
style of soup desired. 

Breakfast cereals are the most 
abused foods in ordinary cookery. 
Rarely do they receive the long, slow 
cooking which their nature demands 
because of the early rising this would 
necessitate. The fireless method de- 
livers the full value of the nutrients 
with a minimum dependence upon the 
cook, 

Fruit is ofttimes a serious problem 
on account of expense. The fireless 
method makes available many dried 
and evaporated fruits, which can be 
obtained reasonably at all seasons. 
Deliclous compounds can be made 
which rival the best preserves in ap- 
pearance and flavor, in no 
suggesting those usually served or the 
insipid canned products. Each shriv- 
eled piece swells to its original size, 
unbroken, distended, with a juicy, aro- 
matic liquor and charged with the fla- 
vors which characterize the fruit tn its 
prime state,

Care of the Hands In Summer 


URING the summer months the wo- 

man who is anxious to have really 

pretty hands will find her best chance 
to beautify them, 

True, there is the possibility of freck- 
les and sunburn to mar their white- 
ness, but with care and a simple, inex- 
pensive lotion either of these can be 
warded off and the redness and rough- 
ness caused by the sharp winds of 
summer quickly removed, leaving the 
hands white and soft, with dainty 
nails. 

To remove freckles from the hands a 
lotion can be made up for a few cents 
at home by mixing one-half ounce each 
of ordinary toilet vinegar, Jamaica 
rum and elderflower water, together 
with one and one-half ounces of 
strained lemon juice. This should be 
applied with a small sponge to the 
backs of the hands several times dur- 
ing the day and at night and a dusting 
of powder given when the lotion has 
dried on the skin. 

During the summer months the girl 
whose hands freckle easily should ap- 
ply this lotion every morning and 
night and so eradicate the harm done 
each day, By doing this she will keep 
her hands in perfect condition during 
the whole season,

Ip favorable weather keep the 
cows ip the pasture as wach as 
possible, thus preventing an ac 
cumulation of manure ip the sta- 
ble or corral, 

Remove the dirt from the cows’ 
udders and flanks before milking 
and wipe the odders with a damp 
cloth, 

Do not feed hay or dusty feed 
Just before milking. 

To clean palis and cans first 
wash them clean with warm wa- 
ter and a mineral washing pow- 
der, then rinse them well, scald 
them and allow them to drain. 

Skim about a 85 per cent cream, 

Take the separator apart and 
wash It thoroughly after eacb 
separation, 

Remove the cream to a milk 
house or cool place where the air 
is pure and where the can may 
be placed tn a trough or barrel of 
cold water fresh from the well. 

Do not mix warm cream with 
cold cream nor keep cream tn cel- 
lars or caves, 

See that all cans and tinware 
coming fn contact with cream are 
perfectly sweet and clean, espe- 
clally in the seams and crevices, 

Deliver the cream in the morn- 
ing during hot weather. Make at 
leust three deliveries a week in 
summer and two in the winter. 

At all times protect the can 
containing cream against heat, 
cold and dust by covering the 
can comnpletely with a clean can 
vas. — Kansas Experiment Sta 
tion. 


BUTTER IN SUMMER. 


Expert’s Method of Handling Cream to 
Secure Best Results. 

With the soft butter fat which ts 
produced at this senson of the year and 
the warm weather coming on, It is 
rather difficult to secure a firm bodied 
butter. The softness of the fat causes 
the butter to come in a soft condl- 
tion When butter ts worked in this 
condition it becomes sticky and greasy, 
When placed on the table this kind of

The softness of the butter fat ts due 
to a high per cent of olein tu the fut 
and not to the presence of moisture, as 
some might suppose. Olein bas a very 
‘iow melting point as compared with 
the other glycerids of fat found in but- 
ter fat ‘The per cent of olein varies 
witb the individuality and breed of the 
cows and the feed which they receive. 
lhe time of the iactation period also 
affects the per cent of olein When 
the vows go on grass in the spring 
there is a bigb per cent of oleln, cuus- 
ing the butter fat to become soft at a 
coupuratively low temperature 

The question is sometimes asked as | 
to what temperature cream should be 
eburned at ip order to obtain a rm 
body in the butter. This question can- 
not be answered directiy, as the bard- 


| ness or softness of the fat varies with 


the above Mentioned factors, Au ac 
curate thermometer should be used, 
and a triai churning at a certain tem: 
perature should guide the buttermiaker 
for the succeeding churning. If the 
butter comes soft a lower churning 
temperature should be employed the 
next time. A good rule to follow is to 
oring the temperature of the cream 
down so as to have the butter come to 
granules the size of wheat kernels. 
When butter is too soft it comes ina 
flaky instead of a granular condition, 
in order to secure a fine, waxy body 
in the butter great care should be 
taken not to overchurn This also ap- 
plies to the washing of the butter after 
the buttermilk has been removed, tx- 
cessive churning either tn the butter 
milk or in the wash water Is Ilable to | 
produce a weak bodied butter, ‘The | 
giass in the churn should be watched | 
carefully, and as soon as the granules | 
have reached the desired size the but | 
termilk should be drawn off. In wash- 
ing the butter six or eigbt revolutions 
of the churn are sufticlent. | 
The butter should not be allowed to | 
become soft during the washing and 
working process if the best body is de | 
sired, The wash water should be the f

Where Freedom of Speech Is a 
Right Jealously Guarded. 


MIGHT OF THE LOWER HOUSE 


The Enormous Power It Wielde by 
| Reason of its Grip Upon the Purse of 
the Nation—Absolute Democracy of 
the Committee ot the Whole. 


‘The bouse of representatives of the 
People of the United Stutes, the greut 
| Gemeus, the suurce of all power, the 
basis upop which the great super 
| structure of the yoverument rests, 
Gates back to the Magus Charta, and 
/ite immediate sucestor was the first 
parliament of Henry LV. in the fit 
teentb century tu Henry's parliament 
the representatives of the people es 
tablished finally and forever that all 
revenue bilis must originate in the 
lower bouse, which sbould hold the 
purse of the people and without which 
not a wheel ip the ltegisiative, the ex- 
ecutive or the judicial branch of the 
government could turn. 
it is because of this parlinment that 
there ts vo ways and means compittee 
in the senate and that when any treaty 
Or commercial arrangement or any- 
thing involving the payment of money 
is introduced, any appointment or legis- 
lation is proposed, the bouse of repre 
sentatives raises its mighty hand and 
petties the matter according to the 
will of the people through their repre 
bentatives, for it cuu defeat any meas 
ure or any person by merely declin- 
Ing to approprinte the money necessary 
tw pay for that mensure or person. 
When this great committee on ways 
and menns presents its business to the 
house of representatives and the house 
gues into committee of the whole 
bouse on the state of the Union the 
assemblage at once resulves itself into 
a body as absvlutely democratic as the 
Baxson Witenugemot or the New Eng 
land town meeting. Every symbol of 
a popular assenibiage is religiously ob 
served Ihe spenker leaves the chair, 
and a chairman ts elected who its not 
the spenker, Not even so much as the 
prestige of the recuiur presiding officer 
ls allowed to bamper the freedom of 
debate. The spenker goes down to the 
teor and bas no more privileges than 
tbe most obscure member of the house, 
The mace, the embiem of authority, 
ls put under the speaker's table to 
show that the house deliberates with- 
out interference from anybody The 
mace is really a wenpon, a stout wood- 
en stick with a metal head, and used 
to be the fuvorite weapon of fighting 
priests of the middie ages, They were 
forbidden by ecciesiastical law to use 
swords, but got around the law oy 
using the mace, a terrible weapon, 
against the armored men of the time. 
lp the choice of the mace as the type 
of authority the idea of democracy 
was rigidly carried out. In the early 
days only a few men out of the whole 
were authorized to wear swords, but 
any and all of the people could use a 
good stout stick, and so the weapon 


of their majesties the people was 
chosen. When the speaker presides

‘To which the member responded tn a 
Stage whisper, “Peck ‘ew ou the bead 
y witb it!” 
| This suggestion brought down the 
house, and a roar of jaughter and ap 
Piause followed, tn which even the 
belligerents were obliged to join, 

in general, however, before the mace 
cav be shown, the members rush tn 
and separate men whose tempers have 
got the better of them, who have ex- 
thanged the Hie or the blow that always 
follows. Members engaging in these 
rows are always called before the bar 
ot the house and sternly reprimanded 
by the speaker, who talks like a Dutch 
uncie to them and calls them by naie, 
This “naming” is the only ime a mem- 
ber’s name is used in debate He ts at 
other times “the member from So and- 
bo” or “the gentleman from So and 4o,” 

hese collisions rarely, if ever, occur 
between members anywhere except on 
the floor of the house. Everything ts 
Permitted ip the freedom of debate, 
bor is a member held accountable out- 
Bide for anything he may say on the 
toor. Through this freedom of speech 
Members say things they would not 
dure to utter elsewhere.
